‘|: At the regular election in February, 
Mr. Aben Frew was elected over Mr. 
Bean by 13 to 12,-but subsequently re- 
signed. Mr. Bower and_Mr. Bean were 
nominated for the bye- election of May 
16, and the fight was:very close, the 
voters dividing pretty: well on the 
same‘old lines. The result was a tle— 
12 to 12—but Bower, Ham and W. H. 
Burns were refused a-yote, they testi- 
fied, by the deputy returning officer, 
Mr. Vernon Clearwater, on the ground 
thnt ‘they were. disqualified owing. to 
giving or accepting money in the way 
of tax payments. ‘Mr. Clearwater; Mr. 
BE. A. Godley, the M.D. secretary -treag- 
urer, who was acting as Bean's agent 
at the poll; and Bean himself swore 
that these voters were challenged, and 


‘Ithat these men would not take the oath 


that they had not given or received 
money ; for votes. Six other voters 
were challenged on similar, grounds of 
promise of payment of taxes or pro- 
mise of employment, but they took the 
oath and voted. The deputy returning 
officer counted the votes, and declared 
the result a tie. The next day both 
parties gathered at the residence of. 
Mr. W. T. Burns, the returning officer, 
who first gave his vote in favor of Mr. 
Bower, but, on representations of Mr. 
Clearwater that Bower was a disquali- 
fied elector, and not a qualified candi- 


date, Mr. Burns filled out a certificate 


declaring Mr. “Bean elected; he refused 
to recognize the votes cast for Mr. 
Bower, he stated. Had he cast a de- 
ciding vote, it. would have been for 
Mr. Bower, he stated. Mr. Bean, on 
the returning ofMeer's certificate, took 
the oath of office, and took his seat on 
the Council. 

Before Judge Mahaffy, Mr. Bower 
admitted that he had, paid supplemen- 
tary taxes for Mr. Fred Hart, a neigh- 
boring farmer with whom he had more 
or less business dealings; they were 
good friends. He did not. think that 
paying the supplementary taxes had the 
same effect as paying municipal taxes; 
he wanted to put Hartin a position to 
he expected Hart would vote for 
him, but he had not asked Hart. He 
had paid Ham $15, which Ham had 
applied on taxes, but the $15 was not 
Bower's; it was lent to Ham by Ham's 
friends, and was left at Mr. Bower's 
for Ham. .Mr. Bowers, Mr. Isbell, Mr. 
Ditch, Mr. W. H. Burns, swore to oc- 
currences at the polling booth, which 
was the schoolhouse, when the parties 
suspected by* Bean of receiving con- 
siderations on Bower's behalf came to 
vote. The deputy, Mr. Clearwater, 
swore that Mr. Bean and Mr. God- 


ley, his agent, objected to these men : 


voting without taking the oath; Mr. 
Godley, as - M.D. secretary-treasurer, 
had the information as to taxes being 
paid by Bower, for others. The deputy, 
consequently, was bound to swear all 
voters, when they were objected to. He 
did not read the oath to Bower and 
Burns and Ham because they did not 
give ‘him a chance; Bowers moved 
away from the table, and the others 
refused to take the oath. The evidence 
of Mr. Bower and the others who did 
not vote on account of being refused 
the ballot avas that it was Mr. Clear- 
water who refused them the vote and 
gave as his reason that they had paid 
or accepted money on taxes. Mr. Clear- 
water adhered to his statement that he 
could ngt allow them to vote because 
they would not take the oath; he did 
not read or administer the oath ° to 
them: Mr, Bower said he would not lie 
to get elected as a measly municipai 
election, Mr. Clearwater and the other 
two defence witnesses declared. There 
wag not much love lost between Mr. 
Bower and Mr. Godley, according to 
the latter's evidence for defence; Mr. 
Bower had sought to discredit him, he 
said. 

There was not sO much conflict of 
evidence as to the proceedings at Mr. 
Bower’s house the next day. Mr. 
Burns had accepted the statement of 
poll of Deputy Clearwater, and said 
that he would give his casting vote for 
Mr. Bower. Mr. Godley enquired as to 
how he could do that, and Mr. Clear- 
water read to Mr. Burns section 92, 
dealing with qualification of elector, 
but which section the Judge could not 
see had any bearing on-any action of 
the returning officer. There was con- 
siderable argument pro and con, Mr. 
Burns finally gave the certificate that 
Mr. Bean was elected, ignoring the 
votes cast for Mr. Bower and giving 
effect to Mr. Clearwater’s and = Mr., 
Godley's claim that an elector who 
would not take the oath when chal- 
lenged was thereby disqualified from 
being an elector or a candidate. 

The Judge said that he was glad his 
decision would turn on a point on 
which both parties agreed, viz., that 
there had never been a legal casting 
vote by the returning officer, and con- 
sequent'y Mr. Bean was never legally 
elected. He regretted that there had 
been a great deal of unnecessary per- 
jury in connection with this case; he 
did not know that he would name the 
parties, but they must not imagine 
that they had got away with it, so far 
as he was concerned; these men would 
know in their own hearts that they 
had not been telling the truth. It was 
a disgraceful condition of affairs. He 
declared Bean elected illegally, and he 
would give an order for ouster. As to 
costs, he had decided not to allow 
costs. While he believed that Bower 
had acted in good faith i procuring 
the payment of these outstanding 
taxes for Hart and Ham, yet there was 
sufficient in this act to bar him from 
being allowed his costs.

DISTRICT COURT 


(Before His Honor Judge Mahaffy) 

Egger v Day. Action by Alfred 
Egecr, Hill End, against Thos. J. Day, 
Edwell, for $94.15, balance claimed on 
threshing billof February, 1920. The 
defendant had paid $32.62 into court 
claiming that was all which was due. 
The evidence of both plaintiff's and 
defendant's witnesses, was in conflict 
at almost every point. viz, as to 
whether there was a bargain in Octo- 
ber, 1919, and on what understanding, 
what rates for threshing were fair, 
how much grain was threshed, how it 
WaSy threshed, whether the engine 
worked right, whether. pitchers should 
be ‘allowed for, whether all the grain 
was measured, ete. The Judge finally 
centred the case on two points, viz., 
how much grain was. threshed and 
what rate per bushel should be charg- 
ed. He found for the plaintiff on the 
rate to be charged, and for the plain- 
tiff on the amount of -wheat threshed, 
but for the defendant on the amount of 
barley and oats threshed. This gave 
v verdict for plaintiff of $75.63, but the 
judge directed that in view of the loose 
bargai’ as to rates of threshing, and 
the loose methods of measuring during 
and immediately after threshing on 
oth sides, that each party should pay 
his own costs, He commented also on 
the expense the country had been put 
to in this trial for want of proper 
business -methods. Mr. Payne’ for 
plaintiff; Mr. Scott for defendant.

MURDER: CHARGE 
IS LAID AGAINST 
J, RUTLEDGE 


Confesses to Suicide Pact Ending in 
Death of Wife with Four of the 
Children. 


. Innisfail, Alta., June 17.—Joseph 
Rutledge, whose wife and four of his 
children perished in the fire which 
destroyed their farm home east of 
here, Wednesday morning, will face 
a charge of murder when he is re- 
leased from the hospital on recovery 
hot burns he suffered during the 
re 


The charge has been laid by the Al-|. 


berta provincial police as a result of 
the coroners’ inquest into’ the tragedy, 


and a confession made by Rutledge ot | 


the éxistence of a suicide pact between 
himself and his wife to kill the child- 
ren ang do away with themselves, but 
which prove@ too much for Rutledge’s 
nerve, 

Responsibility for the fire which 
brought a tragic end to the lives of 
the woman and four children was laid 
upon Rutledge by the jury yesterday 
afternoon when they returned a ver- 
dict of death by fire, set by Rutledge 
and kept going by him. 

Conditions in the Rutledge home, 
morally speaking, have been very bad 
lately, according to the confession of 
Rutledge, and it was because of this 
and because of threatened action by 
the provincial neglected children’s de- 
partment, that Rutledge and his wife 
decided to wipe out the entire family. 


Mrs. Rutledge’s” sister, a Miss 
Shaw, has been residing with the 
family. She is 16 years of age and. 


gave birth to a child a month ago, 
whose father is stated to be Rut- 
ledge. It was because of conditions 
arising from this relationship, accord- 
ing to Rutledge’s confession, that led 
him and his wife to their gruesome de- 
cision. On the evening of the fire 
(Tuesday evening last) Rutledge says 
he helped his wife saturate the beds 
with coal oil. After the family was 
in bed, the fire was lighted and gain- 
ed considerable headway, enveloping 
the beds in which his wife and chldren 
slept, before he lost his nerve, and 
seizing one of the children, made his 
escape. Miss Shaw also escaped, be- 
cause, it is stated, she had been warn- 
ed before. The bodies of only three 
children and the mother were found, 
but there is little doubt that the 
fourth child perished in the fire. 

Rutledge is still in a serious con- 
dition in the hospital from burns he 
suffered before he made his escape 
from the house, and it will be a con- 
siderable time before he will be able 
to stand trial. The coroner's jury 
took his evidence at the hospital yes- 
terday. 


PUREBRED BULLS IN 
WEST MOST POPULAR 


Livestock Branch Getting Good Sup- 
port Here in Eliminating the 
Undesirable Scrub. 


’ 


That invariably defective animal, 
the scrub bull, is being gradually 
eliminated. The livestock branch at 
Ottawa, by its policy of loaning pure- 
bred bulls to specially organized as- 
sociations in newly settled districts 
and in backward sections of the older 
provinces, is doing much _ towards 
achieving this end. 

In the seven years following the in- 
auguration of this policy in 1913, 2,531 
bulls, purchased for $368,596, an aver- 
age of $144.85 per head, had been so 
loaned. Of these, British Columbia 
had 119, Alberta 497, Saskatchewan 
539, Manitoba 220, Ontario 216, Que- 
bec 759, New Brunswick 64, Nova Sco- 
tia 79, and Prince Edward Izland 38. 

Returns substantiate the statement 
that where these bulls have been 
used there has been a considerable im- 
pfovement in the stock marketed, and 
that in many districts to which bulls 
were loaned five or six years ago, 
farmers*have felt warranted in buy- 
ing purebred animals of their own. As 
a result, department-loaned sires are 
released and sent to more needy dis- 
tricts.. This is particularly noticeable 
in Quebec, where the number loaned 
decreased from 200 in 1916 to 62 in 
1919, while in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan the loanings had increased. It 
is interesting to note as evidence of 
the economy practiced in carrying out 
the policy that in one year 426 bulls 
whose usefulness had become impair- 
ed were sold for an average of 67 per 
cent, of their original cost.

An interim injunction restraining the 
Royal Grain Inquiry Commission from 
holding further sessions until the case 
is called into court here on June 22, 
was granted late yesterday by Mr.Jus- 
tice A. C. Galt. The commission was 
sitting yesterday in Calgary. The in- 
terim injunction was granted at a pri- 
vate hearing on application of the 
United Grain Growers’ Limited, and 
of about forty companies operating on 
the Winnipeg grain exchange.
